Unesseyed Vaccines: Severel fectors heve delayed production end essey of ty- 
vhoid-peretyphoid veceine +nd diphtheria toxoid, Assay constitutes the present | 
bottleneck, There heve been sone very fundencntel reasons why essey of Lologi- 


cels hes been slow: 


(1) Chief emong these is the fect that biologics essey on a nationel sce cle 
wes never attempted until thic yeer. It wes necessary to esteblish & netionel 
essey leboretery end to orgenize a systen of prefeecturel ins speetors. 


(2) In eddition to this, the Tone River floods destroyed most of the lebor- 
atory eninels, : ee 


(3) Mininun requirenents vere written vhich required drestic changes in 
production methods end eauipnent in most of the leboretorics. 


This section is well avare of these discourreging fectors end of the fect thet 
inmunigetion prograns vere tardy beeruse veccine could not be obteined. However, 
unessayed veecine should not be used os a stop-gep meesure when certified veccin 
is uneveilable. Specific instences of this sort of inprovisetion heve been 
found, Such ¢ compromise can only Jeed to the breakdown of the entire inmnunize-| 
tion progren. , 


On © recent inspection trip 2 prefecture ves visited end ape senples 
were collected from the immunization teens, These semples proved to be repre- 
sentative of veceine vhich ves for out-deted end which did not rect the mininun | 
requirenents. Three of the five specinens shoved sephrophytic contemination; 
reletive potency is now being deternmincd,.

There wes a totel of 11,007 communiceble disease eeses rencrted for the week 
ending 1 November 1947 compared vith 10,448 reported in the preeeding veek, Ap-= 
vroxinetely 86 percent of the ceses vere due to tuberculosis (6 421), pneunonte 
(1,469), whooping cough (849), meesles (644), end influenza (655. Tuberculosis 
elone accounted for 58 percent of the reported ceses. 


Only 14 percent of the totel ceses vere eredited to the reneining 12 diseeses 
included in this report. These 12 escute disceses eccounted for 1,559 ceases end 
239 Ceeths in the current week compered with 1,610 ceses end 283 deeths lest veek, 
Aporoxinstely 80 percent of these ceses vere credited to diphtheria (542), dysen- 
tery (385), end typhoid fever (324). The same three disceses sccounted for 93 per- 
cont of the 230 deaths (dysentery 116 deaths, typhoid fever 57, end diphtheria 40), 


The increese in diphtheria ceses continued, In the current week the ceses 
(542) were spvroxinetely 10 pereent greater then the number (490) reported lest 
week, Peaths remained about the sano: 40 currently end 41 in the previous week. 
The current end cunulative case retes per 100,000 populetion ver annun were 36.2 
end 36.5 resvectively.
